Answering Inquiries at the Retail Shop 


O tales of book-buying experience are 
Nore discouraging to those who hope to 


see more competent bookselling thruont 
the country than the too frequent type of 
anecdote which indicates that a fairly well 
established bookshop seems unable to supply 
customers with fairly obvious information on 
old or current books. The bookseller who 
has an inquiry for a book and who does noi 
have the customary tools for supplying the 
information is not only serving his public 
poorly, but giving the public a lower opinion 
of bookstores as a whole. It seems impossible 
to those interested in the book-trade that 
dealers of any size should appear to be trying 
to do business without such tools as the 
United States Catalogs, the Trade List An- 
nual and other such familiar instruments. 
Yet, incidents often come to hand that indi- 
cate that this is the case. 

Such a situation is brought to mind by an 
incident that recently happened in a well estab- 
lished bookstore. An author of an important 
book, which had been issued by a leading pwhb- 
lisher, went to spend a lecturing season in an- 
other section of the country. The publisher 
with great enterprise wrote to every book- 
seller in the district, calling attention to the 
author’s lecture trip and to the undoubted suc- 
cess that had been reported from her first 
appearance in that field. The letter called the 
dealer’s attention to the exact name and char- 
acter of the book and suggested that the book 
be stocked and displayed. Practically no book- 
seller in the district troubled to take the sug- 
gestion. 

A short time afterwards the author received 
at her hotel a letter from a leading bookseller, 
saying “We are having inquiries for your 
book,” giving the name incorrectly but intel- 
ligibly. “We cannot find it listed in any pub- 
lication catalogs. Can you inform us who 
published it, as we are anxious to procure 
copies?” It can be easily judged what impres- 
sion this letter made on the author, and it 
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might also be easily judged the character of 
the letter that she would be likely to write 
to her publisher, as she naturally felt that, if 
the leading booksellers in large cities did not 
even know of her book and could not find it 
in their catalogs, the method of publishing 
had been very lax indeed. 

Now, as mentioned above, the publisher had 
written to that bookstore calling attention to the 
book, the book was also entered in the United 
States Catalog under author, under title and 
under subject, and the publisher’s catalog was 
in the Trade List Annual with latest corrected 
price. Even if the bookseller had missed 
these entries in the catalog, he could have 
even then ordered it from his jobber and sup- 
plied his customer without troubling the 
author in the matter. 

The A. B. C. of good bookselling is to have 
the customary tools and to use them and, what 
is equally important, to train everyone in the 
house to use them. 


The Tax on Royalties 


HERE has been considerable space in 
ik New York papers lately devoted to 

the Authors’ League fight against what 
they call “the inequalities that now bear so 
heavily upon the writer and the artist,” and 
an office letter has gone out under date of 
February 17th to the eighteen hundred mem- 
bers of the League, suggesting that in making 
out their income tax returns royalties should 
be reported as dividends rather than as 
straight income. Every member is urged to 
abide by this recommendation, as it is con- 
sidered one of the most important decisions 
ever made by the Executive Committee of the 
League, 

This recommendation has not yet 
decided upon by the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue, altho one collector has been in- 
terviewed and offers the opinion that he does 
not believe that the author can be considered 
as “a personal corporation,” for in such case 
how could the government collect tax at the 
source of the dividends? He believes that the 
Commissioner will rule against this request. 

While it is difficult to find an analogy bv 
which royalties can be considered as divi- 
dends, there is a very strong point in what 
the League says about the expenses of the 
author’s business, which ought to be deducted 
in the same way that the expenses of conduct 
ing any other business are deducted. A busi- 
ness man with an office, deducts before he fig- 


been 
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ures the net profit of his business, rent, light, 
heat, stenographic expenses, postage, telephone, 
car-fare, etc. Expenses similar to these are 
incurred by any writer who makes a profes- 
sion of his writing. Some authors, indeed, 
have special offices away from home in order 
to pursue their work more freely, and those 
who work under other conditions have ex- 
penses of a similar kind. Such deductions 
seem most justifiable, and it seems very likely 
that such a proposal might be upheld by the 
collector.

Another Step Combate in New Copy- 
right Relations with England 


Word has just been received from Lon- 
don that Orders in Council have been issued 
extending to American authors the same copy- 
right privileges that are offered to Englis! 
authors by our copyright amendments which 
had the President’s signature in December. 
All that now remains, to put into effect the 
provisions as printed in the PuBLisHERs’ 
WEEKLY of December 13th, is for President 
Wilson to issue a proclamation recognizing 
that Great Britain has now offered the recip- 
rocal arrangements, without which the amend- 
ments would be inoperative. 

The arrangement will provide for American 
protection to English authors on all works 
issued and copyrighted in Great Britain since 
August I, 1914, and before the President’s 
proclamation of peace, provided the proper 
formalities of American copyright are accom- 
plished within 15 months after the President’s 
peace proclamation. 

The same amendments provide that after 
the proclamation of peace the period of time 
allowed English authors for perfecting Amer- 
ican copyright has been extended, so that the 
manufacture and publishing may be done any 
time within six months of the English date 
of publication, provided that application has 
been made within 60 days and copy of the 
book deposited.

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MODERN DEVELOPMENTS IN RETAILING* 
By Paul G. Ivey, Associate Professor of Economics and Commerce, University of Nebraska

CHAPTER VI. Elements of Personality 


Personality is that which constitutes dis- 
tinction of person. It is a composite thing 
made up of many qualities; negative in some 
persons, positive in others and a combination 
of both in still others. Personalities in which 
negative qualities or traits predominate are of 
little use to society. They represent the fail- 
ures in life; criminals, insane and degenerates. 
Personalities in which the positive qualities 
predominate are reflected in the people around 
us; those who are more or less successful in 
their respective occupations. The person com- 
pletely dominated by positive qualities is the 
most complete success. 

To become the most complete success in this 
calling by the development of personality is 
the privilege and duty of every salesman; 
privilege because the salesman cannot get the 
most out of life either in material or imma- 
terial satisfaction without a deeply and broad- 
ly developed personality; duty, because the 
employer has a right to expect not only eff- 
cient service, but service ever increasing in 
efficiency. The salesman unwilling to develop 
his or her personality will soon go into the 
discard, at least so far as positions in first 
class stores are concerned. 

There is no such thing as standing still in 
personality. Either progress is being made or 
else there is retrogression. A store with pro- 
gressive ideas realizes this fundamental truth 
and cannot afford to keep within its organiza- 
tion any elements of decay, lest the infection 
of stagnation spread thruout its entire system. 
Development is the law of modern business 
and progress, 

An attractive and business-getting person- 
ality is a composition of three factors: neat 
dress, healthy body, and a combination of cer- 
tain positive qualities or attributes, viz., en- 
thusiasm, honesty, tact, self-command, cour- 
tesy, cheerfulness, promptness, memory, sym- 
pathy and initiative. The first two factors 
while very important cannot be considered in 
this book; but the last one, separated into its 
component parts, is here taken up for dis- 
cussion, 

I, Enthusiasm 

Enthusiasm in a salesman is the quality that 
makes him talk in an intense and earnest way 
that carries conviction. The enthusiastic 
salesman spontaneously overflows with self- 
confidence and belief in the goods and the 
satisfaction they hold for the customer. Con- 
fidence can only be secured by knowledge; 
knowledge of one’s own ability, of the cus- 
tomer, of the goods, and of the selling 
process. 
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_ Enthusiasm based on confidence begets con- 
fidence and enthusiasm in the customer. It is 
contagious. The salesmen with enough confi- 
dence in the books and themselves to become 
enthusiastic, soon bring others to see their 
point of view. Sincerity, reflected by enthu- 
Siasm, is impressive and will command the 
attention and respect even of customers un- 
able to share in their belief, 

Enthusiasm backed by facts is a combina- 
tion of the spiritual and the material. The 
latter lacks life without the former, while 
the former is hollow hypocrisy without the 
latter. Enthusiasm cannot be faked. With- 
out the background of knowledge and belief 
it stands forth in all its shallow futility. 
Counterfeit enthusiasm can never pass for the 
genuine for it lacks in weight, sound and ap- 
pearance. Salesmen who attempt to be ear- 
nest and eager in their sales talk will fool no 
one except themselves. Only by _intelli- 
gent observation, reflection and study can 
salesmen create a harmonious background for 
the efficient functioning of enthusiasm. 

Not only does enthusiasm stimulate self- 
respect and enhance the customer’s esteem 
for the salesmen, but it also develops loyalty 
for the house and its methods. To be loyal 
to a sales institution salesmen must have con- 
fidence in its integrity and belief in its pol- 
icies. Enthusiasm developed from knowing 
the goods will go far towards developing loy- 
alty to the house that handles those goods. 
Further knowledge regarding the store’s his- 
tory, its aims and ambitions, will generate 
new enthusiasm which will form the basis for 
a broader and stronger loyalty. 

Perhaps it is not too obvious to note that 
loyalty to a store can only be based on its 
honest and square dealing. Truthful adver- 
tising, honest representations by salesmen and 
sympathetic treatment of customer’s needs are 
some of the foundation stones for the building 
of the loyalty structure. Some firms that de- 
serve it don’t get it from all salesmen, but 
no firm that doesn’t deserve it ever. wins it 
from any salesman. 

What is loyalty? It is a devotion to the 
store’s ideals and to those who are trying to 
realize them. It is a duty that each salesman 
owes to the store for which he or she works; 
a duty based on knowledge of the complete 
service rendered to the community. A loyal 
salesman will not adversely criticise the store, 
its methods, its rules and policies before cus- 
tomers or the general public, will not bemoan 
lack of recognition by the store management, 
realizing that merit is compensated when fully 
evident, will do nothing to injure or neutral- 
ize the store’s best interests, even tho such 
action may apparently be to his advantage. 
A salesman realizes that to knock the store is 
to knock himself, since he is part of the store. 
All salesmen should have a feeling of admira- 
tion for the store in which they are working 
or else seek opportunities elsewhere. Dis- 
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loyalty can never be justified within an organ- 
ization because sincerity would thereby be 
violated. Sincerity can only be preserved by 
withdrawing from any association, the ideals 
or policies of which are contrary to one’s dic- 
tates of right dealing. And, it must be re- 
membered, sincerity is at the basis of enthu- 
siasm; it, of all qualities, must be preserved. 

What has been said does not preclude help- 
ful criticism of the store. This is always 
solicited by progressive managers and where 
it is not directly solicited by others, its ac- 
ceptability will be recognized if sufficient tact 
is displayed by the salesmen submitting it. 
Constructive criticism is the only kind of 
criticism of any value, and this is of doubtful 
value unless called to the attention of those 
whose position equips them to profit by it. 
Loyalty to the stores does not exclude this 
latter form of criticism—it demands it. 

Enthusiasm can be developed by making 
work enjoyable. People are only enthusiastic 
about those things that create a pleasurable 
sensation in them; hence the necessity of re- 
moving the real or imaginary aspects of 
drudgery and monotony from sales work. 
Lack of interest or feeling of monotony re- 
sult when an operation becomes mechanical; 
when the salesman becomes an automaton. 
Automatism is the natural development of ig- 
norance; ignorance of store history, ideals 
and policies; ignorance of inspiring facts 
about the goods; ignorance of any definite 
scheme of procedure in selling: ignorance of 
self-analysis. From such desert soil only 
hardy weeds can grow; lack of interest, a 
feeling that the work is monotonous, and gen- 
eral unhappiness. 

The only work that can truthfully be called 
monotonous is that which requires repeated 
effort of the same kind and quality, without 
variation. Such is the operation of package- 
ing oleomargarine in the packing plants. Here 
a girl stands all day in one position and per- 
forms the repeated operation of taking cakes 
of oleomargarine from an endless belt in front 
of her, putting each of them in a separate box 
taken from a receptacle at her right, and then 
transferring the package to another endless 
belt at her left. 

Work of such a monotonous character is 
unknown to the retail store. Here the chief 
factor is the human one which is the most 
variable of elements that any worker could 
deal with. Customers are different from each 
other, and the same customers are different 
at different times; the salesman partakes of 
the same characteristics; any article has innu- 
merable talking points and seldom can two 
successive talks about the same books be iden- 
tical because of the varying element—the cus- 
tomer; there are many qualities of the same 
book as well as many books in any one counter; 
multiply these possibilities for variety of ac- 
tion by all the items in the store (where sales- 
men can sell out of their department) and by 
all the different types of customers and the 
varying moods of each type and by the chang- 
ing mental and physical conditions of the 
salesmen themselves—and work with greater 
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possibilities for variety of action and consta 
adjustment to new conditions cannot easily | 
imagined. 

Only does monotony exist in sales wor! 
when it exists in the minds of the salesmen 
when they make each operation, each talk, 
identical with every other one and regard a! 
customers capable of similar handling. Whe: 
salesmen disregard the possibility for variation 
of operation, the work does become monoton 
ous for them; but they are not fair in calling 
their work monotonous in the usual meaning 
of the term. Paradise would be re-named by 
those unfitted to appreciate its happiness. 

To adapt one’s self to one’s environment, 
to vary one’s operations where varying opera 
tions are necessary to adequately meet condi 
tions, to replace ignorance by knowledge, 
develop loyalty and faithfulness, are the priy 
ileges and duties of all salesmen, and are re 
warded by material satisfactions but above al 
by happiness, the generator of enthusiasm. 


II. Honesty 


Honesty is fairness and straightforwardnes:s 
in conduct, thought and speech. It is the op 
posite of fraud and misrepresentation. A 
salesman is honest when fair in dealings with 
the customer, upright with himself and trust 
worthy to his employer. Anything less thai 
this trinity of honorable dealings cannot b: 
called honesty. 

If salesmen were to critically analyze them 
selves for honesty in the light of the abov 
definition, many of them who believed them 
selves entitled to a clean bill in this respect 
would be disappointed. Some of their com 
mon modes of conduct would appear unfat 
to their employer and to the customer whil 
certain trends of thought would be recognized 
as unjust to their own development. 


Salesmen are not honest with their employ 
ers, their customers or themselves if they ar 
not efficient in their work. Some salesmen in 
dicate by their actions that it is nobody’s busi 
ness whether or not they are experts in thei 
line. Only a few book salesmen seem to 
think it their duty to know something about 
the varieties of leather. Because of such an 
attitude many persons are misinformed; they 
are unfairly dealt with; they have paid fo: 
service but have not received it; in other 
words, they have been deceived. Of course, 
in a great many cases the public has learned 
thru experience not to expect expert service 
in retail stores and if they don’t receive it are 
not disappointed. However, a large portion 
of this class have ceased to buy from the re 
tailer where they have had to pay for some 
thing that was not given them, and instead 
have become purchasers from mail-order 
houses tho the services of (1) letting the cus 
tomer look over the goods, (2) telling fer al! 
that she wants to know about the book, (3) 
and prompt delivery, cannot be offered be- 
cause of the nature of the business—and are 
not expected by the customer. With all these 
handicaps, still the mail-order houses have 
built up a reputation for honesty and fair- 
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ness because they have given what they rep- 
resented to give, whether little or much. 

Nevertheless, two-thirds of the people in 
the United States still patronize the retailer 
in the hope that they will get the service for 
which they long. Hence it is to be assumed 
that if any customer doesn’t receive the facts 
wished for, or fails to get the help desired, 
he is disapointed and feels that the store has 
not treated him fairly, that is, has not been 
honest; since by hypothesis, he would not be 
a retail customer if he were not looking for 
and ready to pay for some services other than 
those given by the mail-order houses. To 
keep faith with the customer who wants serv- 
ice and is willing to pay for it, is the duty of 
the salesman, He cannot be considered hon- 
est in the fullest meaning of the term unless 
he does so. 

Besides dishonesty due to lack of knowledge 
which robs the customer of service and re- 
acts unfavorably upon the store and salesman, 
there is the dishonesty arising from idleness 
on the part of salesmen. Gossiping, lounging 
and loitering seem to be the pastimes of some 
salesmen between sales. Altho they are hired 
to work the entire period between certain 
hours each day, one would think from their ut- 
ter relaxation and abandonment after each sale 
that they were hired to work only when a 
customer appeared before them. The stock, 
for these reasons, is not kept arranged and 
in good order, shortages are often overlooked. 
cleanliness becomes subordinated to matters 
of lesser importance, and many other errors 
are made, any one of which would result in 
injustice to the customer, unfaithfulness to 
the store, and so far as bad habits of conduct 
are developed, injury to the salesmen. 

The kind of dishonesty usually thought of 
in regard to retail stores is that of misrepres- 
entation. Misrepresentation may be inten- 
tional or unintentional and may be concerned 
with the contents, authorship, purpose, and 
durability of any book. 

Whether the misrepresentation is intention- 
al or otherwise—the effect on the customer is 
the same. When the truth is ultimately ascer- 
tained from reading of the book, distrust of 
the store and the salesman results. From the 
standpoint of the customer, if the salesman 
didn’t know the facts he shouldn’t have prac- 
ticed deception by giving an appearance of 
knowledge in order to tide over an immediate 
embarrassment. Far better would it have 
been for him to have exhibited ignorance than 
to have bluffed. On the other hand, if the 
salesman intentionally misrepresented in order 
to effect a sale, when the facts become known, 
as they always do, the extent of the repulsion 
on the part of the customer for the store can 
hardly be realized. Thus it is seen that mis- 
statement or misrepresentation of facts, inten- 
tionally or unintentionally done, amounts to 
about the same thing for the customers be- 
cause they are the loser thereby; and the 
salesman can justly be condemned in either 
case, altho from an impartial standpoint not to 
the same degree. But it must be remembered 
that the customer is not as a rule “impartial,” 
but is willing to impute ulterior motives to 
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the salesman. Expert knowledge is necessary 
to avoid “an appearance of evil.” 


The discussion on Honesty may well be 
concluded by representing a certain procedure 
that is dishonest altho not always recognized 
as such by salesmen. This is the practice 
called “loading.” Especially in the past was a 
salesman considered clever if he could dispose 
of a large order of books that were not want- 
ed. Fortunately such ideas are becoming passé. 
Salesmen are becoming impressed with the 
fact that it is poor business to give the cus- 
tomer any cause for future regret. It is more 
and more being realized that a customer is 
not profitably sold if only sold once. The 
cost of getting a new customer into the store 
is great and can only be minimized by divid- 
ing it over many sales to this customer. Fur- 
thermore, the significance attached to the term 
sale has undergone a radical change. Dispos- 
ing of books is not necessarily selling books. 
Books are not successfully sold unless they 
stay sold, i.e., unless they continually give off 
satisfaction and during their entire lives give 
no reason for disappointment. 

This doesn’t mean that the customer should 
not often be strongly urged to buy. The 
point is that the interest of the customer 
should be held paramount, and if this is faith- 
fully done the interest of the store and its 
prosperity will take care of itself. The sales- 
man must see that the interest of all parties 
to the selling transaction are mutual and can- 
not be disregarded to the benefit of any one 
party to the sale. 


The difference between loading and not 
loading is illustrated by the following case: 
A certain customer entered a store to look 
for a good novel. After having decided on 
one to purchase, the salesman said, “Won’t 
you take two of them?” “I guess one will be 
enough,” replied the customer, feeling that the 
salesman was*trying to sell all he could. A 
short time afterwards, the same customer was 
in another store in the same town looking 
over the fiction counter. “I hope your vaca- 
tion is beginning,’ inquired the salesman, 
after the customer had indicated his desire to 
purchase a book. “Yes,” said the customer. 
“Well,” continued the salesman, “you know 
how it goes. A book lasts but a day or two 
in vacation time and bookstores are far apart. 
Here are two other suggestions that may fit 
your mood.” 

The customer purchased three books and 
later on told a friend that he would have pur- 
chased six if the salesman could have told 
him why he should purchase them. Here is 
a case where the salesman worked out a logic- 
al reason why it was to the interest of the cus- 
tomer to buy more than one book at a time. 

Suggesting that customers buy more books 
than was their intention is not loading if 
their viewpoint and satisfactions are always 
kept in mind. Unless this is done, sugges- 
tions to increase the number of items sold 
amount to nothing more nor léss than beg- 
ging. ‘“Won’t you take two,” said a salesman. 
Why should a customer purchase two? The 
implication was that the salesman would like 
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larger sales. A selfish viewpoint alone was 
prominent. Such a viewpoint defeats its own 
purpose. Unless salesmen can think of rea- 
sons why it is to the customer’s interest to 
buy more goods, they should sell only what is 
asked for. Increasing sales by suggestion 15 
only limited by the scope of the salesman’s 
ingenuity in finding reasons why it is to the 
interest of the customer to buy. 

All lines of goods have great possibilities in 
this direction. A certain collar salesman is 
selling collars by the box, and he says that it 
is easier to sell boxes of collars than it is to 
sell one or two collars. He has thought out 
three reasons why it is to the advantage of 
every man to buy collars by the box. This 
salesman gets a high salary, but the store 
manager says that it is cheaper than other 
salesmen receiving less. Some shoe sales- 
men sell two pairs of shoes where others sell 
only one. They have discovered why it is to 
the advantage of the customer to purchase 
two pairs of shoes instead of one. They are 
looking out for the interests of the customer 
and in such cases the salesmen’s interest ‘takes 
care of itself. Book salesmen can bujld large 
units of sales in the same constructive way. 
Service to the customer is the only honest ob- 
jective which justifies suggesting more goods 
than customers ask for.

Supply util Damiihies the Paper Market 


The shortage in paper is caused by the 
monotonous law of demand and supply, savs 
an editorial in the American Review of Re- 
vieu's. Advertising has suddenly increase.l 
in volume about 25 per cent, which may mean, 
with normal increases in circulation, some- 
thing like a 15 per cent increase in the total 
demand for paper for periodicals and news- 
papers. The supply has not increased nearly 
so much. The area of forests suitable for 
pulp-wood is diminishing instead of increas- 
ing, and new papermaking machinery cannot 
be obtained without many months of wait- 
ing, with perhaps years instead of months oi 
experimental running of a new mill before the 
product is just right for the market. The 
present consequence of these facts is that 
newspaper publishers who were paying $50 per 
ton for their paper five years ago are now 
glad to get it at $100 a ton on large contracts, 
while small purchasers driven into the open 
market for job lots have been known to pay 
as high as $200 per ton. In the better classes 
of print paper, such as are used for magazines 
and books, the situation is nearly as bad; 
prices have somewhat more than doubled, and 
a good authority reports that with a total 
(and inadequate) daily production of 30,000 
tons, there is in sight new production of only 
150 tons per day.

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Appraisers Again Decide Everyman’s 
Library is Dutiable 


The question as to what is a text-book i: 
the meaning of the tariff law was again 
brought up in a decision handed down by tlic 
United States Court of Customs Appeals 
(T.D.38259). A shipment of ten thousand 
volumes of cloth bound Everyman Library, 
all of which were intended for college class 
use, was brought in thru Wakem & Mc. 
Laughlin. 

As in previous cases (T.D. 35987 and T.D. 
37781), evidence was brought forward by the 
importers that these volumes were used in 
class rooms and were considered as text-booxs 
in college curriculums. But the court con 
siders that: 

“If Congress had designed to give free 2n- 
try to all books used in educational institu- 
tions, whether in or out of classes, instead 
of to all ‘textbooks,’ it could easily have em- 
ployed language appropriate to produce that 
result. The use of the word ‘textbook’ in 
paragraph 4260 evidently was deliberate, and in 
connection with the other provisions of the 
statute indicates that Congress had in mind 
there was a class of books commonly known 
as textbooks designed for and adapted :o 
the use of students as apart from _ those 
adapted to and designed for the use of the 
general reader. 

“While no doubt the instructors have under- 
taken to fairly give their views as to the 
meaning and application of the term ‘text- 
book,’ it is at the best only an aid to this 
court, as the statute must be construed in the 
meaning commonly given to the words em- 
ployed. To sustain the importers’ contention 
here would result in this: If the cloth-bound 
copies be held to be textbooks, either the copies 
in other bindings must be likewise so classi- 
fied or the anomalous result follows that the 
classification depends upon the binding. Ii 
this be not so, and a particular book in all 
bindings be held a textbook, the general pub- 
lic would receive the benefit of free entry as 
textbooks for volumes that were not desired. 
acquired, or used for such purposes. We can- 
not think that Congress intended such results. 
Especially is that true when we learn from 
the importers’ witnesses, as well as those pro- 
duced by the Government, what almost every- 
one knows, viz., that there is a class of books 
primarily and especially adapted and designed 
as textbooks for students’ use. 

“While this question may not be entirely 
free from doubt, yet such doubts as present 
themselves to us, if resolved in favor of the 
importers, would hardly warrant sustaining 
the protest here.”

Payne” by Thomas Wright calls forth the 
following appreciation of Payne as a transla- 
tor from the London Athenaeum: “John 
Payne, like FitzGerald, is a man of one book. 
He has written many others in prose and 
verse, but he will be remembered as the 
translator of the Arabian Nights. His version 
is a good one, cleaner than Burton’s, fuller 
and more Eastern than Lane’s, while his lan- 
guage is racy and idiomatic without the false 
archaisms which Burton was forced to adopt 
to differentiate his style. His Villon is accu- 
rate, but never inspired: the praises it won 
from De Banville and Mallarmé are discount- 
ed by their comparatively slight feeling for 
English poetry and their ready welcome to 
a foreigner. His Omar and Boccaccio are, at 
best, interesting as documents for the study 
of the authors: his Heine is a failure.”

Obituary 

WaALttTer F. Pierce, business manager of the 
Richmond Branch of the Publishing House 
of the M. E. Church, South, died at his home 
in Richmond, Va.. on Feb., 16th, after an ill- 
ness of one week of pneumonia. Mr. Pierce 
had been in the employ of the Publishing 
House at Nashville, Tenn., for over twenty

JAMES MACDONALD, the well-known master 
book-binder of New York, died at his home 
in Brooklyn on February 14th. He had been 
in failing health for a number of months, Mr.

Crusoe; a collection of fine bindings; illumi- 
nated manuscripts and early printing; rare 
Shakespeariana; and a notable collection of 
the books of John Bunyan. 

Alfred Fowler, of Kansas City, Mo., an- 
nounces the publication of “A Directory of 
Bookplate Artists” with notes concerning 
their work. The directory has been com- 
piled entirely from data furnished by the ar- 
tists themselves, the notes in each case deai- 
ing with the media in which the artist works, 
the approximate cost of a design of his work- 
manship and the length of the time he has 
been making bookplates. The designers com- 
plete address is given in each instance. 

Miss Henrietta C. Bartlett, author of “A 
Census of Shakespeare,’ delivered a lecture 
on February 27, at the Anderson Galleries on 
“English Literature and the Book Collector,” 
covering the period from Caxton, 1477, to Ben 
Jonson, 1640. A second lecture, on the same 
subject, covering the period from Milton, 
1640, to Samuel Johnson, 1784, will be deliv- 
ered on March 5 at the same place. The lec- 
tres will be illustrated with slides, one being 
ef Shakespeare’s quarto “Venus and Adonais” 
purchased at the recent Christie-Miller sale 
for $75,000. 


Rare books, tracts and broadsides of the 
Colonial and Revolutionary periods, includ- 
ing a consignment from the Massachusetts 
Histerical Society, were sold at the American 
Art Galleries, February 17 and 18. The sale 
indicates a steady growth of interest.in early 
American broadsides. A few of the broaa- 
sides and the prices which they brought were 
the following: Proclamation of Gov.

Part I. of the library of the late H. Buxton 
Forman, the English author and editor, dis- 
tinguished for his scholarly editions of Keats 
and Shelley, will be sold at the Andersor 
Galleries, March 15, 16, 17 and 18. This col- 
lection, especially as represented in this part 
of 1,000 items, is remarkable for its wealt! 
of association items, William Blake, Robert 
and Elizabeth Barrett Browning, Coleridg 
Keats, William Morris, Christina and Dant 
G. Rossetti, Shelley, Swinburne, Tennyso: 
and Walt Whitman being represented by es- 
pecially noteworthy collections. Rare firs 
editions include a wide range of Victorian 
authors and some from the earlier periods as 
well. Among some of the more importan! 
items are the following: the unpublished 
manuscript “Genesis” by William Blake; un 
published manuscripts of Anne and Charlott 
Bronte; an autcbiography of 80 pages writ 
ten by Elizabeth Barrett Browning when she 
was fifteen years old; original manuscript of 
Robert Browning’s “Colombe’s Birthday,” 
60 page folio, with autograph letter relatins 
to its history; diary of Clara Clairemont 
written while staying with the Shelleys; un- 
published manuscript of Coleridge’s “Essaj 
on Divorce;” the first draft of Keat’s “Lines 
on Seeing a Lock of Milton’s Hair;” firs! 
edition of “Lamia,” with presentation inscrip 
tien from John Keats to Fanny Brawne; « 
collection of eighteen letters written by Georg: 
Keats to his brother John and others; com- 
plete manuscript of William Morris’s “Th: 
Roots of the Mountains,” containing 500 pages : 
original manuscript of Edgar Allan Poe’s 
“The Spectacles” containing 38 pages; last

That this sale will 
attract wide attention goes without saying.

That the advance in prices, so noticeable in 
rare Americana, will at no distant day raise 
the whole body of lower priced but desirable 
books pertaining to American history to a 
new higher level has been apparent for some 
time. This tendency was shown in a sale of 
books, pamphlets and broadsides sold at the 
Anderson Art Galleries on February 19. A 
single session sale of 300 items brought $5,544.- 
so.

English Notes 


Canon Erskine Clarke, an old Victorian of 
the best and most delightful type, for a long 
time Vicar of Battersea, a few miles from 
London Bridge, on the Thames side, and in 
whose ancient church rest the remains of the 
Bolingbrokes, has just died at the ripe old 
age of ninety-two years. Canon Clarke, who 
remained unmarried all of his life, had a 
definite niche in literature, in so much as he 
founded and edited for thirty-five years the 
world wide known Chatterbox, which de- 
lighted so many of us in our younger days. 





A special appeal for funds is being made 
on behalf of the British Bookbinders’ Pension 
and Asylum Society. Apparently a critical 
financial situation has arisen consequent upon 
a variety of causes, principally as a result of 
the war. The inception of the Asylum goes 
as far back as 1829, when the London book- 
binders met and pledged themselves to devise 
a scheme whereby provision should be made 
for the shelter and care of their aged and in- 
firm. It has now carried on its benevolert 
work for close upon 100 years, which is a 
pretty good record. It is interesting to note 
that in 1830 the book binding trade consisted 
of 1200 members, and of these 500 became 
subscribers to the fund. This Asylum was 
the first projected by working men of a Lor- 
don trade. So unsatisfactory are the finances 
of the Society that some 30 candidates are 
awaiting election, while the available funds 
only admit of the possibility of five of that 
number being elected. Moreover, the Asylum 
buildings are in a very serious state of dis- 
repair.
